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[Constitution] 

A two direction valve in which a diaphragm 17 that is urged by a spring 19 is 
disposed inside main bodies 2,3 having two flow passages 4,5, and the flow passages 4,5 
can be opened and closed by the diaphragm 17. Further, a pressure accumulation 
chamber 15 is provided between the flow passages 4,5 and a negative pressure valve 13 
is disposed in the pressure accumulation chamber 15 to open and close between the flow 
passages 4,5. When a pressure of one flow passage 4 of the flow passages 4,5 gets 
higher than that of the other flow passage 5, the diaphragm 17 moves against the 
biasing forth of the spring 19, and thus the flow passages 4,5 communicate with each 
other. On the other hand, when the pressure of one flow passage 4 gets lower than that 
of the other flow passage 5, the pressure acts on the pressure accumulation chamber 15, 
the negative pressure valve 13 moves against the biasing forth of the spring 19 and thus 
the flow passages 4,5 communicate with each other.
